'clals of men but thoſe of the Jewiſh Reh=*an, 
having renounced the Chriſtian Faith, and ad- 
hered rigdily to the doctrine of pa

_ The ceremony of circumciſion he is ſaid to 
have undergone with a degree of conſcious 
- comp.azency and condeſcention, which no- 
thing but a mental conviction could ever effect. 
He appears with a beacd of an extraordin- 
. ary length, and the uſually raiment of the Jews; 


and aſſerts, that it ss a fin for any man to be 
feen differently. He will touch nothing that 
is ſerved according to the freedom of the 


Chriſtian religion. ; 5 
In the firſt interview between him and Mac- 


manus, he was ſurrounded by a number of 


ſons: who affirmed that his Lordſhip was 
Ioſes riſin ftom the Dead in order to inſtruct 
them. and enhighten the whole world.

ſcience deemed it finful to travel on the Sabbath 


The journey from Birmingham to London 


was performed with uncommon celerity. 
His Lordſhip had a turkey and ſome victuals 
dacfſed in the form of the Hebrews, which he

As ſoon as he arrived in London, he was 


_ conveyed to Mr Juſtice Buller's and from 


thence, very errly yeſterday morning, to the 
riſon, Where he now remaius, 
viſited and careſſed by the moſt opulent and re- 
ligious Jews in the Kingdom. | 

Yeſterday the Righ Hon. Lord G. Gordon 
was brought up to re eive that ſentence, which 
but for his migrations to Holland, Birming= 
ham, &e. he would have received ſome months 
back. The delay has not, however, proved 
favourable to his Lordſhip, or tended to miti- 


gate the ſeverity of the Judgement which was 


then ready to be paſſed upon him. we ne 
The Attorney General, on behalf of the 


crown, did not urge the judgement of the 


Court with any acrimony. | 
On the part of his Lordſhip, Meſſrs. Wood 
and Dallas ſlated many arguments to ſhew, that 
thongh his Lordſhip ſtood in the predicament

be Court being of ahother opinion, Mr 
Juſtice Aihbury pronounced the ſentence as
